REJECTED VOTES. 


Twenty-Six Thousand Ballots in In- 


diaua Thrown Out for Defects. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 15.—Under tbe 


Australian election law it is made the 
duty of federal supervisors to report to 
the chief supervisor in this "oity the 
number of ballots thrown out as defect- 
ive at each precinct. 
Nine hundred 


supervisors altogether were appointed 
and nearly all have filed reports, show- 
ing that the average number of ballots 
rejected at each precinct ranged be- 
tween six and seven. 
Basing an esti- 


mate upon these reports the chief 
supervisor places the entire number of 
tbrown-out ballots at not less than 20, - 
000. 
This is exclusive of the protested 


ballots, numbering over 6,000, and 
which the Australian law requires to be 
sealed up and left in charge of the 
county clerk. Altogether in the state 
there were 2,989 precincts, and reports 
show tbat 26,000 men lost their votes in 
the main, equally divided between the 
dominant parties.

NO "TEMPORARY INSANITY." 


BY DR. WJI. A. HAMiroXD. 


HE plea of tem- 
porary insanity, 
so frequently al- 
leged as an ex- 
cuse for crime, is 
one which, at all 
times and under 
all 
circitm- 


^tances, should 
'be accepted with 
great reserve. 
Indeed, I ques- 
tion whether, 
with due regard 
for the safety.of 
society, it should 
ever be accented 
as an excuse for 
the violation of law. 


It must be borne in mind that laws 


are not made for tho enforcement of 
abstract justice, but are enacted solely 
for the protection of the lives, the well- 
being, the property of the people. 


Insanity, so far as its legal bearings 


are concerned, should 
be strictly 


defined and limited, for if this is not 
done many criminals would altogether 
escape by bringing forward a plea that 
it would be diflicult to controvert, and ' 
many others, truly insane from n medi- 
cal standpoint, but eminently icspon- 
sible for their nets, would be'cast loose 
to perpetrate crimes at their pleas-tire. 
Thus, legal ^insanity and medical in- 
sanity are very different tilings, and 
the two standards never are and never 
ought to bo the same. 


The law establishes an arbitrary and 


unscientific line, aud declares" that 
oven- act performed on one side of that 
line is the act of a sane mind, while all 
acts done on the other side result from 
insane minds. 
This lino may be in 


one place to-day and in an entirely dif- 
ferent place to-morrow, according to 
the whim or caprice of a Legislature. 
It may be established on a certain par- 
allel line in one country and on an en- 
tirely different parallel in 
another 


country. In tho State of New York, 
for instance, it in drawn at the knowl- 
edge of right and wrong, and, perhaps, 
all things considered, this is al«ut as 
correct a legal line as a due regard for 
the safety of society will permit to bo 
made; but every physician knows that 
it is absolutely untenable from his 
point of view; that it is not a medical

Bismarck and the Empress. 


The following excerpt from a letter 


in Labouchere's Truth helps to reveal 
the inwardness of the hard feelings of 
ex-Empress Frederick 
against Bis- 


marck. 


Everybody who is acquainted with 


the domestic history of the court of 
Berlin during the short reign of the 
Emperor Frederick has painful stories 
to relate abont the relations which ex- 
isted between him and the then Chan- 
cellor, who, moreover, treated tho 
Empress very harshly and rudely, to 
say tho least of it. When the Empress 
arrived at, Charlottenburg from San 
Eemo, directly after his father's death, 
lie was not allowed to speak, and he 
informed Prince Bismarck in writing 
that tho Empress would, therefore, 
speak for him in his interviews with 
ministers. 
The first time, however, 


that Prince Bismarck came to the pal- 
ace on business he refused to communi- 
cate with tho Empress about state 
affairs and threatened to resign if she 
were present at his interviews with the 
Emperor. 
Presently, however, tho 


Empress arranged to see Prince Bis- 
marck in private, and represented to 
him that the Emperor required her aid 
to get through his business; whereup- 
on the Chancellor is said to have re- 
plied that if repose was necessarv for 
his Majesty he could obtain it by abdi- 
cating, but that the affairs of the state 
must l)e transacted efficiently, regard- 
less of his state of health.

ple. Miss Krarer, 
says tho Chicago 
Herald, is thirty- 
t v: o years o 1 d, 
f o r t y inches in 


height, weighs MO pounds, and was born 
on the east coast of Greenland. She calls 
herself an Esquimaux, but she is very 
unlike the Esquimaux Indians on the 
west coast of the island, and belongs 
really to a .separate race of people, which 
numbers about 500 souls, and is rapidly 
becoming extinct. 


The Danish historians say that this 


race isthcdescendantof a Danish colony 
founded at Angmagsalik, in 980, by Eric 
tho Red. 
Miss Krarer savs that the tra- 


ditions of her country make its people 
tho descendants of the Scandinavian 
seamen who were wrecked on tho coast 
from timo to time, and were never able 
to escape. 
But however the colony 


may havo been 
planted, tho com- 


plexion and language 
of 
tho peo- 


ple 
demonstrate 
their 
Caucasian 


origin. 
When tho dirt is scraped off 


their faces they arc as fair as any Dane. 
Several Scandinavian discoverers have 
visited them in the interests of history 
and elhnologv. Graah's expedition was 


only trial for .such a crime is a pub- 
lic meeting, where the accuser and 
the accused tell their stories in a chant 
to an accompaniment from a drum. 
After the auditors have heard both sides 
they manifest their approval or disap- 
proval and there the matter ends. Amid 
these chants of accusation and denial 
the adversaries betray no hostile feeling, 
but frequently appear as if they did not 
have the slightest cause of difference. 


Family ties among the dwellers at Ang-

magsalik, or at least ties of blood, are 
regarded as Imposing the obligation of 
mutual aid under all 
circumstances. 


But, strange to say, marriage is not re- 
garded as a family tie. Theslightest tie 
of kindness is an enduring bond, but the 
wife is treated as a mistresss or servant, 
from whom the man may separate when- 
ever he pleases. When tho wife becomes 
a mother, however, her position is ihoro 
assured. The husband is always the 
head of the family, and after him come 
the sons, even if they are quite small,

made in 1829, Holm's in 1883, and Nor- 
denskiold's in 1SS8. Captain Holm has 
only recently returned to Denmark, and 
has made an elaborate and almost heart- 
rending report concerning Miss Krarcr's 
countrymen. He lived among them two 
years, and took more than one census of 
them. 
They then numbered 548, of 


whom 413 inhabited tho fiords around 
Angmagsalik. They are much smaller 
than Europeans, but larger than other 
Esquimaux. 
One 
remarkable 
fact 


concerning 
their physique is 
noted 


by 
Captain 
Holm. 
Their 
arms 


are 
of 
ordinary 
length 
and 
very 


muscular, while their legs are short, 
slender, and weak. The cause of this 
physical development is obvious. The 
men live by the harpoon. They spend 
their lives in diminutive boats, in which 
their legs are as motionless and con- 
strained as the foot of a Chinese woman 
Incased in an iron shoe, while their arms 
arc in constant exercise in the throwing 
of the harpoon." During tho winter these 
Esquimax live in long houses made of 
stone and turf. There is only one house 
in each settlement, and one house often 
contains as many as ten families. These 
houses are from twenty-four to fifty feet 
in length, accordinc to the number of

families to be accommodated, and from 
twelve to sixteen feet in width. 
They 


are generally built on land sloping to- 
ward the sea, and tho front, where the 
entrance opens for light are, generally 
faces the ocean. The oldest man in the, 
house is regarded as the chief of 
the household, provided ho has been a 
good hunter, or has a son who is skillful 
In the chase. They consider it their first 
duty to care for those who live in the 
same house with them, and especially 
their kindred. So long as they live to- 
gether in the same house, each inmate 
has his proper share of the food and 
clothing, so that a sort of communism 
exists. 
This communism is of great 


benefit to them, as otherwise they would 
bo without help in case of accidents 
while hunting. 
These Esquimaux arc 


subject to no determined law, but their 
social life is b'ased upon rules to which 
they tacitly give a legal character, and 
the transgression of which at least ex- 
poses them to the reprobation of their 
Comrades. In some respects their rules 
impose upon them as great restraints as 
are imposed by tho laws of civilized so- 
ciety. The average population of each 
house is thirty-two persons. 
The build- 


ing is partly underground, and the walls 
arc very thick. The space within is di- 
vided into compartments, something like 
the stalls in a stable, one family occupy- 
ing each stall. In tho spring time the 
Esquimaux leave their turf and stone 
huts and live In tents. The community- 
is then broken up, and 
only near 


relatives 
live 
together. 
It 
some- 


times 
happens 
that (ho 
occupants 


of ono hut arc inimical to the oc- 
cupants of another -hut, 
but 
that 


docs not prevent them from appearing 
to be upon the best terms when they 
happen to meet in one of the houses, as 
hospitality is with them a necessary 
duty. Thefts are not rare, according to 
Captain Holm, among the people of Ang- 
magsalik, and they steal as often to 
gratify revengeful feelings as to satisfy 
their own wants. Captain Holm had rea- 
son to know this, as they stole from him 
not only broad, hardware and clothing, 
but also articles of which they did not 
loako the slightest use, such as teaspoons 
and forks. Murders are quite frequent 
considering tho small population. 
Tho 


because they are regarded as the future 
of the family, who are to provide for 
their parents in old age. 
As long as the 


parents live, therefore, tho sons dwell 
with them and contribute to their sup- 
port. East Grecnlanders often marry be- 
fore they reach an adult age, if they are in 
condition to support a woman. No one 
is permitted to marry any relation that 
is as near as a cousin. Skillful hunters 
frequently have two wives. This is not

often against the wish of the first wife, 
who, in many cases, when she is unable 
to prepare all the skins her husband 
takes, demands that he shall take an- 
other wife. 
Sometimes a man takes two 


wives in order that ho may have two 
rowers to his boat. But Captain Holm 
saw no instance in which a man had 
more than two wives. The Esquimaux 
family lives entirely on meat, and they 
have no regular meals nor meal hours, 
but every one eats when he is hungry. 
The inhabitants are by no means long- 
lived. When one of them dies his body 
is clad in his best winter garments. Tho 
pelisse which he wore in his kajakis 
wrapped around him. His head is cov- 
ered with a cap and his legs are tired to- 
gether with a fox skin. If one of his 
ancestors perished in his kajak, which is 
almost certain to have boon tiie case, the 
body is thrown into tho sea, or placed 
on the beach where the rising tide will 
carry it off. it is frequently the case 
that the body will be seen distinctly at 
the bottom of the sea, not far from tho 
hut of the deceased person, a long timo 
after his death. 
But the ancient way of 


disposing of the dead is to lay them on 
the ground and cover them with stones, 
and this is still done to a considerable 
extent. To economize stones, which are 
not very abundant, the body is doubled 
u« so that a smaller number of them will 
cover it. Strange to say. it is a rule 
among people that tho name, of a dead 
per.-on must never be pronounced. If a 
man happens to have the name of a dead 
man, ho changes it at once, so that the 
dead man's name may never be. pro- 
nounced. Even if the dead man bore 
the name of an animal as soon as ho 
dies the name of the animals species

must bo changed by tho whole tribe. 
The consequence is that tho language is 
in a constant state of change. 


Tho natives of Angmagsalik are great 


astronomers in their way. They have 
definitely determined, to their own entire 
satisfaction, that tho stars are of the 
size of a fox-skin. They have wit enough 
to observe that tho moon governs the 


tides, 6nd Uic fact comes in for frequent 
mention in their legends. They know 
just where me sun is at any hour of the 
day and at any time of the year. 
They 


have great talent for geography and a 
remarkable memory for places. 
They 


can describe accurately places they havo 
not M'eu for twenty .years, and even 
draw a pietty good map of them. They 
can also tell exactly how long it tikes to 
go from one place to another. 


The legends of this strange people 


afford a singular continuation of tho 
Old Testament 
history. 
They teach 


that the world was at fir.st without sea 
or mountains, and that the Great Spirit, 
not liking the men who then inhabited 
it, destroyed it. He opened caves, into 
which men fell, and then water covered 
tho face of the earth, filled the caves, 
and drowned them. 
When tho earth 


appeared anew it was all covered with 
gla-iers. These glaciers melted in largo 
parts, and there fell from heaven two 
beings .who repeoplod the earth. 


Tho 
people 
of Angmagsalik are 


sprightly and intelligent. 
They arc 


persevering and intrepid hunters. They 
are polite, hospitable, and obliging one 
to another, and yet reserved, suspicious, 
and deceitful. 
Such se-ntiments as love, 


friendship, and devotion are rarely met 
among them. 


Miss Krarer says that in her country 


the days and the nights are of the same 
length. For four long months the peo- 
ple sit in darkness, with only the light 
of tho moon and stars. Then for two 
months there is a period, which is the 
ploasantost of tho year. Then for six 
months the sun is seen above the hori- 
zon. Sunrise to the poor Esquimaux is 
a jubilee something like Christmas in 
other countries. It is the only thing 
that he can measure time by. Ho takes 
no reckoning of any period shorter than 
a year. Tho east coast of Greenland, 
she says, is the coldest and most dismal 
spot in the Arctic regions. Her first 
recollections^are of the snow-hut which 
was her homo, and the bitter cold and 
frequent hunger fiom which she and 
every one about her suffered. 
Fuel,' 


properly sneaking, there was none, as 
there was no vegetation, and what feeble 
fires her ra';e could afford were fed with 
the llesh of reindeer, and the bones of 
fish and of the walrus. These fires were 
kindled by a flint, but even flints were 
scarej 


An Esquimaux mother who tells her 


child that she will punish it always 
keeps her word, even if she is not in a 
hurry about it. and when she gets ready 
Iier penalty is as barbarous as it is 
unique. Her threat is that she will burn 
her little daughter with a bone, and sure 
enough she takes a great bone and heats 
it at tho fire, and then presses it on 
some part of the little girl's body until 
there is an excruciating burn. The scar 
is a long reminder to tho little ono of tho 
danger of filial disobedience, but the 
mother must draw the lino somewhere, 
so she never burns the child's face. As 
may readily be judcrcd from this fact, 
there is very litile true affection among 
tho Esquimaux, and even a mother's love 
is an uncertain quantity. She never 
fondles nor pets them, and when they 
are ailing she neglects them just as a 
brute does. 
As soon as they are able to 


sit alone they arc put upon the fur-cov- 
ered tlonr to take care of themselves, 
and there they sit day after day, if tho 
expression may be allowed concerning 
that latitude, nmflled in their little seal- 
skin jackets, the fur side turned in, with 
their little arms hugging their bodies to 
keep warm. As they spend their lives 
in this constrained position their arms 
become bent and deformed. All the 
women havo tho upper arm short and 
crippled, but the boys, who live more 
out of doors, escape the deformity. • 


Tho Esquimaux women have a very in- 


dolent as well as a very chilly time of 
it. There is no sweeping, dusting, cook- 
ing or washing to do. Tho bill of fare 
consists entirely of whale blubber, bear 
meat and fish, and these articles are 
eaten raw and fro/en. The furniture 
of an Esquimau's house is, as might 
bo expected, very simple. The walls, 
lloor and seats of the hut are all of snow. 
Thero is a rug of furs on tho lloor. cush- 
ions of fur on the seats and hangings of 
fur around the walls. The furs are 
sowed with h'sh bones for .needles and 
reindeer sinews for thread. There arc a 
few rude implements, all made of bone. 
All working tools and hunting imple- 
ments are made of the same material. 
The llesh of the reindeer, which is tho 
solo article of food in Lapland, cannot bo 
eaten in Greenland on account of its 
coarseness. There is no outdoor occupa- 
tion for the women, except that once in 
a while a man will give his wife an air- 
ing, which she greatly needs, on his sled. 
Tho onlv bed in the house is a large bag 
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made of fur into which the whole fami- 
ly creeps at bed-time and slumber until 
they get tired. 
They go to bed when 


they arc sleepy and eat when hungry.

It was from these Egyptian (lancing 


women in the ages of the past that the 
Grecian Bacchanals borrowed tho wild- 
est and most reckless attitudes for their 
orgies. 
Egypt is the mother of all 


things, of learning and dancing. 


The traveler who has been on the bor- 


ders of the Soudan at Assouan (the an- 
cient Sycne) is pretty sure to have Seen 
tho Egyptian Ghawazi in their glory, 
and if ho has seen thuin he has never 
forgotten them. 


He remembers landing at Assouan in the 


warm, scented night, and going in com- 
pany with ladies and gentlemen haunted 
by the same curiosity ar his own, and 
escorted by the crew of the steamboat, 
ca -yinc: lanterns on long poles, to some 
quaint Egyptian dwelling festooned with

palms and colored lanterns. While seat- 
cd on a divan covered with soft rugs, and 
luxuriously enjoying a perfumed cigar- 
ette, ho has seen a vision of delight— 
beautiful girls, slim, graceful and pretty 
of feature, approaching in a group of 
native musicians armed with tom-toms, 
tambourines and lutes. 


Ho remembers how ho noted the great 


liquid eyes of the girls, which sparkled 
like dancing water* their creamy white 
skins, their gowns of filmy, almost 
transparent material, and their golden 
necklaces.

clad only from the hips downward in a 
skirt of gauze.

ure. 


Tho dancing of the Spanish gypsies 


has in it the lire and frenzy of the proud 
MoorMi race, combined with tho subtle 
sensuousness of tho Egyptians, from 
whom the gypsies come in direct de- 
scent. 


The wanderer among the hills around 


picturesque Granada has often como 
upon a gypsy- camp and in a moment 
been surrounded by a throng of dusky 
damsels, each clamoring to tell his for- 
tune. 


He has listened to the astonishing ad- 


ventures predicted for linn by these chil- 
dren of tho sun, and. when tired of their 


reclino and arise, supple as panthers, 
and alert as birds of the air! The gypsy 
dancers of Spain, once seen, are never 
to be forgotten. 


And the bolero, as the Sevlllanas dance 


it, at one of those wild bailes in Anda- 
lusian evenings, when sky and earth are 
hot and the perfume of (lowers pene- 
trates to every recc-s: How the pulses, 
throb at tho sight of the joyous bolero, 
with its cadenccd steps its leaps and 
bounds, interspersed with languorous at- 
titudes and capricious turns of wrist and 
ankle, and p-oud and coquettish arch- 
inns of the neck. 


Then there is tho wild, the weird, tho 


uncanny, tho extraordinary fandango, as 
it is danced in Suanish countries on this 
continent. Hero is a dance which com- 
bines absolute freedom of limb with a 
certain winsome grace and diablerie. He 
who has seen the fandango danced by 
the light of the moon in some coast town 
of Spanish America, the pretty women 
of mixed blood Kitting in and out among 
the tali Indians, negroes, and cabelleros 
with jingling spurs, will remember how 
its extravagant postures and crazy gaye- 
ty filled his brain with a kind of intoxi- 
cation. 


In tho Italian counirv dances there is 


more of stateliucss than in those of Spain 
and Spanish America. The lire of the

sun does not seem to put so much fire in 
the blood of the dancers as in Spain. 
But nothing could bo more picturcM;uc 
and entertaining than some of the rustic 
dances in the pretty villages of the Ap- 
peniues, where the stout peasants wear 
ribbons in their conical hats and.each 
girl carries a stiletto in her girdle. 


Tho 
Hungarian 
peasantry are all 


graceful and natural dancers. 
Tho 


voluptuousness of motion so conspicuous 
in Egypt and apparent in Spain is re- 
fined away in Hungary. 
Even tho rud- 


est gypsies have a delicate sense of 
poetry in their dances and in tho music 
which accompanies them. Of 
fren/.y 


there is much, as in the c/.ardas, but of 
coarseness none. •. 


The dances of the North arc full of 


lusty life and joy: thcv are not so pict- 
uresque as those of the South, but there 
is quite as much of heartiness in them. 
What is there more inspiriting than an 
Irish jig danced by the peasant boys and 
girls, until they sink down, overcome by 
exhaustion? What more lively and full 
of tho essential spirit of tho dance than 
the Scotch reel, which sets tho lassie's 
checks aflame and her yellow hair a-ily- 
ing and her lover's broad breast to heav- 
ing with emotion! The North has not 
tho passion of tho South, but it has 
quite as much vigor.

In the State of Now York 
for instance, it is drawn at the knowl- 
edge of right and wrong, and, perhaps, 
all things considered, this in al»ut as 
correct a legal lino as a duo regard for 
the safety of society will permit to be 
made; but every physician knows that 
it is absolutely untenable from his 
point of view; that it is not a medical 
lino, aad that there aro thousands of

Tito Danish historians say that this 


race Is the descendant of a Danish colony 
founded at Angmagsalik, iti 980, by Eric 
tha Bed. Miss Kraror savs that the tra- 
ditions of nor country muko Its puoplo 
tho descendants of tho Scandinavian 
Borneo who were wrecked on tho coast 
from time to time, and were never ablo 
-to escape. But however the colony 
may. have been 
planted, the com- 


plexion and language 
of

ple 
demonstrate 
their 
Caucasian 


origin. When . tho dirt Is scraped oil 
their faces they are as fair as any Dane. 
Several Scandinavian discoverers have 
visited them In tho Interests of history.

lic meeting, whore tho accuser and 
the accused tell their stories In a chant 
to an accompaniment from a drum.

Hut, strange tn say, marriage Is not re- 
garded as a family tie. Theslfghtest tie 
of kindness is an enduring bond, but the 
wlfo is treated as a mistress's or servant, 
from whom tho man may separate when- 
ever he pleases. 'When tho .wife becomes 
a mother, however, her position is moro 
assured. Tho husband is always the 
head of the family, and after him como 
the sons, even if they are quite small, 


made In 1880. Holm's'in 18#3, and Nor-

only recently returned to Denmark, and 
bas made an elaborate and almost heart- 
rending report concerning Miss Kraror's 
countrymen.

They spend 
their lives In dimlnutlvo boats, in which 
their logs am as motionless and con- 
strained as tho foot of n Chinese woman 
Incased In an Iron ohott, while their nrms 
•re In constant oxerclso In tho throwing 
of the harpoon.' During the win tor those 
Rfquimnx livn Iti long houses fllndu of 
Mono and turf. Thorn Is only one hnusn 
In each Mittlomoiit, and one house oft4iti 
contains an many an ton fnmllliis. These 
house* aro from twvnty-foitr to fifty feet 
In length, according: to tho number of 


families to ho accommodated, and from 
twelve to sixteen feet In width. They 
aro generally bullion land sloping to- 
ward tho sea, and the front, whoro tho 
entrance opens for light nro, generally 
faces'the ocean.' Tho oldest man In tlio 
house Is .regarded as. tho chief of 
; tho household, provided ho has been a 
good hunter, or has a sou who Is skillful 
In the chase. They consider It their first 
''duty to care for those who live In tho 
* lame bouse ,wllh them, and especially 


their kindred. So long as they livo toj 
Bother In the same house, each Inmate 
'lits liis" proper share of tho food and 


clothing, so .that, a sort of communism 
exists. 
This 'communism is of great 


benefit to them, as otherwise they would 
be without 'help in case of accidents 
while hunting. 
These Esquimaux aro 


subject to no determined law, but their 
social Ufa Is. b'ased upon rules to which 
they tacitly gIVo a legal character, nnd 
the transgression of which at least ex- 
poses them to the reprobation of their 
Comrades, In some respects their rules 
Impose- upon thorn OR great restraints as 
arc. Imposed by tlio laws of civilized so- 
ciety, 
r The average population of each 


house Is thirty-two persons. Tho build- 
ing Is partly underground, and tho walls 
arc very thick. Tho space within Is di- 
.yided in to,compartments, something like 
the stalls inn stable, one family occupy- 
ing each stall. In tho spring time the 
EsqutmauK leave their turf and stono 
huts and live in tents. Tho community 
Is then broken up, and 
only near 


relatives 
live 
together. 
It 
some- 


times- happens that (ho 
occupants 


of ono-hut aro inimical to tho oc- 
cupants .of another >huL, 
but 
that 


does not prevent them from appearing 
to bo upon the bost terms when they 
happen to meet In one of the houses, a* 
hospitality is with them a necessary 
duty. Thefts aro nob rare, according to 
Captain Holm, among tho people of Ang- 
magsallk, and they, steal as often to 
gratify revengeful feelings as to satisfy 
their own wants. Captain Holm had rea- 
son to know this, as thny stole from him 
not only bread, hardware nnd clothing, 
but also articles of which they did not 
make tho slightest uao, such as teaspoons 
and forks. Murders aro qnltn frequent 
considering tho small population. Tho 


because they are regarded as the future 
of the fnmlly, who are to provide for 
their parents In old age. As long us the 
parents live, therefore, the sons (Iwell 
with them and contribute to their sup- 
port. EttstOreenlandi-rs often marry bt>- 
fort' they reach an ndult ago, if they nrv In 
condition (o support a woman. No one 
IB permitted to marry any relation that 
is as near its a cousin. 
Skillful linn NTH 


frequently have two wives. This is not 


often agnlnst tlio wish ol the first wife, 
who. In many rnsos, when she Is unable 
to prepare nil tho skins her husband 
latcoc, demands that ho shall t»ko an- 
other wife. Sometimes a man takes two 
wives in order thut he may have two 
rowers to his boat. Itut Captain Holm 
mtw tin Instance In which n man had 
moro than two wives. The Esquimaux 
family lives entirely <ui meat, and they 
have no regular meals nor meal hours, 
hut every one eats when he Is hungry. 
Tho Inhabitants are by no means long- 
lived. When one of them dies his body 
Is clad In his best winter garments. The 
palisKo which ho wore In his kajnk is 
wrapped around him. His head Is cov- 
ered with a cap and his legs aru tired to- 
gether with » fox skin. If ono of his 
ancestors perished In his kujak, which is 
almost certain to have been tint caw, the 
body In thrown Into tho sea, or placed 
on tho beach whore tho rising tide will 
carry it off.

Thn consequence ts that tho language Is 
In a constant stato of change. 


Tlio natives of Angmagsallk aro great 


astronomers In their way,- Thoy have 
dciinttelydetermlnod, to their own entlro 
satisfaction, that tho stars aro of tho 
slzo of a fox-skin. They have wit enough 
to observo that the moon governs the 


tides, and tfco fact comes In for frequent 
mention In their legends. Tboy know 
Just where tno sun is at any hour of tho 
<!ay and at any time of tlu> year. They 
have great talent for geography and a 
rumurkublo memory for places. They 
can describe ;u'cur;;U'ty places tiiey h 
not seen for twenty .jwtrs, und oven 
draw a pretty nooti map of them. They 
can also tell exactly how long It ttki-s to 
£u from one place to another. 


Tho legends of this strungo people 


afford a singular con Urination uf the 
Old Testament history. 
Thoy teach 


that tlio world wan at first without sea 
or muunUins, and that the Great Spirit, 
not liking the men who then inhabited 
It, destroyed It. Ho opened caves. Into 
which muu foil, and then water covered 
tho face of the earth, filled tho caves, 
and <Iruv.-ncd them. 
When the earth 


appeared anew it iras all covered with 
glaciers. These glaciers melted In largo 
parts, and there fell from hcuvcii two 
beings .who repeopled tho earth. 


The 
people 
of 
Angmagsalik aro 


sprightly and Intelligent. 
They aro 


persevering and Intrepid hunters. Thoy 
uru polite, hospitable, und obliging ono 
to another, and yet reserved, suspicious, 
and deceitful. Such soutimcnt-s as love, 
friendship, and devotion aro rarely met 
among them. 


Miss Kraror says that in her country 


the days and the nights uro of the samo 
length. For four long months tho peo- 
ple sit In darkness, with only tho light 
of the moon and stars. Thou for two 
months there is a period, which is tho 
pleasanlest of tho year. Thun for six 
months the sun is seen above thu hori- 
zon. Sunrlso to tho poor Esquimaux is 
a jubilee something like Christmas in 
other countries.

that he can measure time by. He takes 
no reckoning of any period shorter than 
a year.

Her threat is that slio will burn 
her little daughter with a bone, and sure 
enough she takes a great bune and heats 
It at tho lire, and then presses It on 
some part of the little girl's body until 
there is an excruciatinir burn. The scar 
is a long reminder to the littlo one of tho 
danger of 
filial disobedience, but tlio 


mother must draw the line somewhere, 
so site never bums the child's face. As 
may readily 1«> judged from this fact, 
there is very littlu true affection among 
tho Esquimaux, and oven a mother's love 
is an uncertain quantity. Kho ncvor 
fondles nor )>ets them, and when they 
aro ailing she neglects tliem just us a 
bruto does. • As ebon as they are able to 
sit alone they aro put upon tho fur-cov- 
ered.
